Gettysburg can have an exhibit at 


Philadelphia's 
seF.auicentennial, but 


generously-inclined residents of the 
community must first voluntarily con- 
tribute approximately $3,500. 


This was the substance of an an- 


nouncement today by C. E. Sloane, 
secretary of Gettysburg's Chamber of 
Commerce, who, for more than 
a 


month, has been working with the 
War Department and the exposition 
directors for the exhibition at the 
Sesquicentennial of the large relief 
map of the battlefield in the Pennsyl- 
vania building. 


Considerable 
difficulty 
was 
ex- 


perienced by Mr. Sloane in securing 
the war department's permission to 
the removal of the relief map, con- 
structed by Colonel E. B. Cope, su- 
perintendent of the 
national 
park. 


Finally, permission to loan the map 
to the sesquicentennial directors was | 
secured from the proper officials in' 
Washington. 


The only "catch" in the matter of 


placing the map in Pennsylvania's 
nearly finished building at Philadel- 
phia is that likely to appear from 
lack of financial support. 


Legislation Needed 


The war 
department 
could not, 


without special legislation 
of 
con- 


gress making an appropriation, give 
any funds toward the placing of the 
exhibit. This places the entire bur- 
den of moving the map, placing it in 
proper position at the exposition, 
and having 
an 
experienced man on 


hand day and night to explain the 
movement of the troops and guard 
the almost priceless relief map upon 
the community. 


"We hope that Gettysburgians will 


be as generous as possible with con- 
tributions," Mr. Sloane said today. 
"Without financial help 
from the 


community, the map cannot be moved 
an inch 
in 
the 
direction of 
the 


Sesqui." 


According to the secretary, no con- 


certed, public drive for contributions 
to the fund will be made by the pub- 
lic-spirited 
members 
of 
the com- 


mittee which assisted Mr. Sloane in 
securing the war department's 
per- 


mission to move the map. 
" 
To place the map at the Sesqui, 


without the services of a 
person 


familiar with the movements of the 
troops in the battle here, would be 
much the same as hanging a picture 
of the fight in the 
Pennsylvania 


building, according to those interested 
in the project. 


It is also pointed out that, unless 


there is a guard with the map at all 
times, souvenir hunters at the ex- 
position would be cutting or despoil- 
ing the relief map in other ways. 


George W. Boehner is secretary- 


treasurer of the local committee, and 
contributions to the fund being raised 
to place the map on exhibition should 
be made to him, it is stated. 
Dr. 


Henry W. A. Hanson, president of 
Gettysburg College, is chairman of 
the committee.

estate, selling the property to settle 
the debt, or the imposition of a fine 
or imprisonment on those who refuse 
to pay.

iWhile the grafted skin healed, 


and Arthur's little body became 
stronger, he endeared himself to 
all with whom he came in con- 
tact, and cheery words were as a 
soothing lotion to those about him 
in pain and suffering. 


Visitors, patients and physicians 


soon began giving the child small 
sums of money, and a bank ac- 
count was opened in his name. 
Before he was discharged, officials 
at the hospital bought him two 
suits of clothes, sweaters and un- 
derwear. His blonde hair was 
cut especially for the momentous 
honie-svinji event. 


During his long confinement in 


the hospital, Arthur was given 
story books and toys, and these 
wore loaded with him in the auto- 
mobile which took him back to 
his 
home 
near 
East 
Berlin. 


Arthur was happy to return to his 
home, to his parents and to his 
brothers and sisters, but there 
was a touch of wistful sadness in 
his usual sunny eyes when the 
time came to say good-bye to phy- 
sicians and nurses at the institu- 
tion.

This w as the substance of an an ­ 
nouncement today by C. E. Sloane, 
secretary of G ettysburg’s Chamber of 
Commerce, who, for more 
than 
a 
mojith, has been working with the 
W ar D epartm ent and the exposition 
directors for the 
exhibition 
a t 
the 
Sesquicentennial of the large relief 
m ap of the battlefield in the Pennsyl­ 
vania building. 
Considerable 
difficulty 
was 
ex­ 
perienced by Mr. Sloane in securing 
the war departm ent’s permission to 
the removal of the relief map, con­ 
structed by Colonel E. B. Cope, su­ 
perintendent of the 
national 
park. 
Finally, permission to loan the map 
to the sesquicentennial directors was 
secured from the proper officials in 
W ashington. 
The only “catch” in the m atter of 
placing the 
map 
in 
Pennsylvania’s 
nearly finished building at Philadel­ 
phia is th at likely 
to appear from 
lack of financial support. 
Legislation Needed 
The w ar 
departm ent 
could 
not, 
without special legislation 
of 
con­ 
gress making an appropriation, give 
any funds toward the placing of the 
exhibit. 
This places the entire bur­ 
den of moving the map, placing it in 
proper 
position 
a t 
the 
exposition, 
and having 
an 
experienced man on 
hand day arui night to 
explain the 
movement of the troops and guard 
the almost priceless relief map upon 
the community. 
“ We hope that G ettysburgians will 
be as generous as possible with con­ 
tributions,” Mr. Sloane 
said today. 
“ W ithout financial 
help 
from 
the 
cornin unity, the map cannot he moved 
an inch 
in 
the 
direction 
of 
the 
Sesqui.” 
According to the secretary, no con­ 
certed, public drive for contributions 
to the fund will be made by the pub­ 
lic-spirited 
members 
of 
the com­ 
m ittee which assisted Mr. Sloane in 
securing the w ar d epartm en t’s 
per­ 
mission to move the map. 
To place the m ap a t the Sesqui, 
w ithout 
the 
services 
of 
a 
person 
fam iliar with the movements of the 
troops in the battle here, would be 
much the same as hanging a picture 
of

building, according to those interested 
in the project.

Cicere’s . case has (been

supreme 
court 
which upheld the decision of the lower 
court. 
He was sentenced to death in 
October 1924, fo r the killing of E arl 
Shoup, president of the A tlantic club. 
The board previously had refused to 
grant clemency but allowed the re ­ 
hearing upon presentation of claims 
of newly discovered evidence. 
This new evidence sets forth th a t j 
Shoup was armed with a revolver and 
went in the direction of Cicere “with 
the^ probable intention of seeking re ­ 
venge for words spoken e t the club 
house.” 
Jn explaining his possession 
of a gun Cicere claimed it was for the 
purpose of observing the Fourth of 
July. 
His petition also asserts th at 
he either should have been acquitted 
under the circum stances 
or 
found 
guilty of m urder in the second degree 
as the crime was not prem editated or 
willful. 
In seeking freedom for Brock it is 
contended his case is unusual in th a t 
he pleaded guilty to an indictm ent of 
murder, which the court fixed a t m ur­ 
der in the second degree and which 
resulted in the imposition of a m ini­ 
mum sentence of six years. 
He was 
refused a jiardon in December and 
now has served more than three years 
of his sentence.
